Jan’s first school was in Mississauga 
where she attended grade 1. The family 
then moved to Madoc and Jan started 
grade 2 at Madoc Public School.

This ver active. girl 
played inter-scholastic volley ball, basket- 
ball, badminton.

Den- 
tal hypersensitivity is often 
related to exposed tooth 
dentin and cementum, the 
tooth structure under the en- 

‘ amel and gums, but also to 
some extent to an individual’s 
threshhold of pain, and per- 
haps also to emotional and 
psychic factors-often a con- 

. sequence of suffering from 
the condition. 

Although treatment for it 
used to involve many visits 
to a dentist’s office, recent 
methods include home care 
and proper toothbrushing- 
but with a ‘‘therapeutic’’ 
toothpaste and toothbrush. 
Dentists often recommend a 
toothpaste containing a non- 
toxic strontium chloride and 
a toothbrush with extra-soft 
bristles.

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New Ontario Housing 


New housing alone cannot meet all of the 
housing needs of the ple of Ontario. 

A key part of the Ministry’s Housing’s 
approach to providing affordable, adequate 
housing for all residents of Ontario is a set. 
of programs designed to conserve and 
improve existing housing stock. 

Many of the older homes in Ontario 
communities have the potential for service 
and habitation for many years to come, if 
adequate upgrading and maintenace work 
can be applied to them. 

To meet this need, particularly in 
smaller communities and in older sections 
of many large cities, the ministry - through 
its commiunity renewal branch - has 


introduced the Ontario Home Renewal 


Program (OHRP). 


The program designed in cooperation 


with the. provincial-municipal liaison 
committee, takes full advantage of the 
federal-provincial Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Program and the federal Residential 
Rehabilitation Assistance Program. 

At the same time it extends provincial 
financial and other aid to areas through out 
Ontario that would not be covered by NIP 
and RRAP. 

The purpose of the program is to assist 
owner occupants of residential property to 
repair their homes to standards developed 
locally and acceptable to the ministry. It is 
particularly directed to the rehabilitation of 
substandard dwellings, with emphasis on 
faulty structural and sanitary conditions, 
and the up-grading of plumbing, heating 
and electrical systems. 

The program is available to residents in 
all areas of Ontario, both urban and rural. 
Municipalities will operate the program 
directly. In areas which do not fall within 
existing municipal boundaries, the mini- 
stry’s community renewal branch will 
administer the program. 

The sum of $10 million has been made 
available to municipalities during the 
1974-75 fiscal year (ending March 31, 1975) 
and it is anticipated similar amounts will be 
available during each of the next two years. 

A system of loans (repayable and 
forgiveable) to pay for the property 
rehabilitation is available to individuals 
whose ‘‘adjusted family income’’ does not 
exceed $12,500. 

The interest rate on the repayable 

rtion of the loan is geared to the family 
income (0 per cent for those under $3,000, 
up to 8 Pe cent over $8,001) and the 
amount of the forgiveable portion of the 
loan is also geared to the family income. 
The forgiveable portion or grant, is earned 
by continued ownership and occupancy for 
a,period of time depending on the amount

For, example, if the 


forgiveable portion of the loan were $3,000 


the home-owner-borrower, where there is 
no funding under the federal Residential 
Rehabilitation Assistance Program, would 
earn the forgiveness at the rate of $600 
each full year of occupancy. If he ceased to 
own the house before the five years 
required to earn the total forgiveness of the 
loan, he would have to pay the unearned 
portion and the oustanding balance of the 
repayable portion with interest immediate- 
ly: The maximum amount of the loan shall 
not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. 

A person wishing to improve his or her 
property should contact the appropriate 
municipal officials to discuss the details of 
the program. 

The municipality will confirm the 
eligibility of the owner occupant and will 
arrange for an inspection to determine the 
extent of the work to be done and prepare 
an estimate of costs. The owner can then 
secure estimates from two or more 
contractors and make application to the 
municipality for a loan-- both payable and 
forgiveable portions - to cover the work. 

if the estimates are satisfactory, and the 
applicant meets the eligibility require- 
ments of income, credit-worthiness, etc.. 
the municipality will approve.a loan, and 
arrange for signing of the documents. The 
municipality will require a security for both 
the forgiveable and repayable portions of 
the loan from the borrower to guarantee 
repayment. 

The borrower (applicant) will then award 
contracts and proceed with the work as 
outlined. The ‘municipality will advance 
funds for payment as the work proceeds, 
and as has been agreed to by the 
municipality and the applicant. The 
municipality will carry out periodic 
inspections during the work as an aid to the 
owner and the contractor and to ensure 
that the work has been completed 
satisfactorily. 

Repayment of the loan, excluding the 
forgiveable portion, will commence after 
completion as advised by the municipality. 
Payments are to be made on a monthly 
basis. . 

In Neighborhood Improvement Program 
areas or special RRAP areas, loans made 
by Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation under the Residential Rehabil- 
itation Assistance Program. The munici: 
pality may supplement these loans by 
using the Ontario Home Renewal Program 
funds. Details can be obtained from the 
appropriate municipal officials.

The survey results indicate at least one 
overall important fact which should be of 
interest to the politicians. The enactment 
of Right-to-Work laws would be a political 
asset and not a liability. Public opinion and 
attitudes, including the opinion and 
attitudes of union employees and their 
families, would support a political party 
willing to bring freedom of choice back to 
the labour segment of society. People 
generally, have had enough of the type of 
militancy shown by certain trade-union 
leaders who have openly flaunted every 
accepted democratic principle.

Eye protection inadequate. 


The eye protection now being work by 
Canadian workers may be inadequate, 
according to a recent study conducted by 
the Canadian Standards Asociation, the 
Canada Safety Council and the Construct- 
ion Safety Association of Ontario. 

The survey was taken in connection with 
the Conference on Protective Equipment 
(COPE’78), slated for Toronto, January 
23-26, 1978, under joint sponsorship of the 
three organizations. 

Of the 2,701 respondents to the 
questionnaire, all of whom had eye 
injuries, 1,138 or 42 percent, were wearing 
eye protection at the time of their injury. 


Ten point five percent of these had the, 


object or particle that camaee the eye, 
penetrate the lens or cp of the protector. 

Despite industrial safety programs to 
which most workers are exposed, the 
survey reveals that injury rates remain 
significant. 

Other sessions at the Conference will 
examine pfoblems related to injuries to 
head, foot, ear, the respiratory system and 
those resulting from falls that could have 
been prevented by fall-arresting systems. 

The Conference presents a unique 
opportunity for decision makers in 
industry, government, labour, and safety 
manufacturing to chart future of 
protective equipment.

High incidence of pasture bloat 


reported. 


MADOC - Pasture bloat’ in cattle has 
become a more serious problem in the last 
few weeks than in most years, according to 
Dr. D.G. Davis, cattle dlieases consultant. 

This” is caused by an excéssive 
accumulation of gases in the rumen of 
cattle, and can be very sudden and deadly, 
says Dr. Davis. The swollen rumen can 

and kill the animal by crowding the 

heart and lungs. es ee 
‘Dr. Davis attributes the high incidence 
of pasture bloat to the cool wet weather in 
Anges and early September which caused 
lush pasture growth. Pasture bloat usually 
occurs when cattle are pastured on forages 
such as alfalfa and clover, which 
contain high propertions of soluable

Dr. Davis advises cattlemen to check 
cattle several times a day, if they are-on 
pasture with a high percentage of alfalfa. 

““Watch for swelling on the left side of 
the animal,’’ he says. “‘If you notice 
swelling, act quickly, sometimes you have 
only fifteen minutes before the. animal

KINGSTON - Plowing matches have 
been part of the Agricultural Hoy (Sat in 
Ontario for well over a century. In the early 
days they were sponsored by Agricultural 
Societies, the first farm groups to be 
established, and history that in 
1846 when the first provincial exhibition 
was held in the City of Toronto a special 
feature of the event was a plowing match. t 
took place on a farm on Yonge St. in the 
vi of St. Clair Avenue. 

These matches not only gave farmers an 
opportunity to display their skill in the 
handling of a walking plow but to show the 
fine teams of horses, many of which were 
gas oie or were from imported stock. 

e holding of competitions of this type 
in conjunction with an exhibiton of fair was 
never very practical as is was difficult to 
find suitable land conveniently located in 
relation to the fairgrounds; therefore, 

those especially interested decided to stage 
‘ such contests apart from the fair and the 
result was the setting up .of Plowing 
Associations on a township or country 
basis. This plan was quite general by the 
turn of the century. However, by 1911 
interest in matches had fallen off s6 much 
that a meeting of officers representing the 
most active matches was held in Toronto 
for the purpose of assessing the status of 
these events and what should be the future 
program. The result of this meeting was 
the formation of the Ontario Plowmen’s 
Association. Two years later they held their 
first provincial match on a farm near the 
city which is now the site of Sunnybrook 


Hospital. There were 31 competitors with 
horse drawn plows, but one brave soul 
entered the competition with a plow drawn 
by a tractor. It proved to be a real curiosity. 

The match was so successful in the eyes 
of the Association that a decision was 
immediately made for the provincial match 
to be an annual event. It was repeated on 
the same farm the next year, but thereafter 
was rotated throughout those areas in 
Ontario where interest in plowing matches. 

~was keenest. 

The plan of holding the match in the fall 
season and in a new location each year has 
never been changed in the 65 years of the 
Association’s' existence. The match, 
however, was discontinued during the 
period of the last war but was revived again 
in 1946, the site being Port Albert in Huron 


, County. In 1926 it was given the title 


International Plowing Match and Farm 
Machinery Demonstration. It is now called 
the International Plowing Match and Farm 
Machinery’ Show. 

The setting up of a provincial association 
in 1911 gave new life to branches all across 
the province. The number grew until today 
we have 63 affiliated with the parent body. 
These branch matches have served for the 
training ground for contestants wishing to 
compete for provincial honors and more 
recently one of the rules of the 
International Match is that a contestant 
must have been a prize winner at a local 
match. At the present time, the only 
exception is for larger plows, four or more 
furrows.

Hydro warns 
about trees 


Would-be woodsmen attempting to 
remove trees from the vicinity of Ontario 
Hydro transmission lines recently caused 
half a dozen power outages in Muskoka. 

Their costs for repairing damage and 
restoring power ranged from $30 to $1 500. 
In the costliest case, a tree knocked down 
Hydro lines, poles and accessories. 

‘If a property owner wants to remove a 
tree near any power line, he should call the 
nearest Ontario Hydro area office,’’ says 
Bruce Graham, marketing manager of 
Hydro’s Georgian Bay region. “If the tree 
is a hazard to Hydro-owned lines, an 
experienced forestry crew will remove it on 
a regular work schedule. If a private line or 
service is involved, a moderate fee will be 
charged to lower the wires while the owner 
or his help cuts the tree down.”’ 

A-tree not considered a hazard near a 
Hydro-owned line may be removed by 
Hydro foresters if work schedules permit, 
but the owner will be charged for the actual 
time involved. The amount will likely be 
less than the cost of repairs if an 
inexperienced person makes a mistake. 

Trees touching live lines can be 
dangerous. They have the potential to 
become good conductors of electricity and 
anyone trying to remove them when this 
condition occurs should be electrocuted.

‘boots and clothing which probably weigh 
20 pounds, chances are your clothing will 
absorb enough water to add 60 pounds to 
your weight.

St. John Ambulance cautions. duck 
hunters and others clothed for spending a 
long day in our crisp fall weather that the 
first rule to follow to prevént yourself from 
drowning is to relax. Clothing traps air so 
you can float but you can lose the aid by 
thisatioe around. 

St. John Ambulance says the following 
tips from water safety experts will help to 
keep you afloat and reach shore ately: 

1. Relax and float, then paddle to safety. 
All swimming movements should be made 
below the surface. Don’t try to swim the 

crawl or overhand stroke. 

_ 2. If.on his back, a victim wearing hip 
boots should pull his knees to his chest, 
keeping the opening of the boots below the 


surface. The rubber boots filled with air 
will float at the knees and help hold the 
victim above water. By moving outstretch- 
ed arms, like oars, the victim can move 
himself backward and to safety. 

3. If knee boots are worn, the victim 
should turn onto his stomach, keeping the 
boot openings underwater with the heels 
raised to the surface. 

4. If a victim falls into the water on his 
stomach, his hunting jacket will fill with 
air. By using the modified breast stroke, he 
can move and still keep his head above 
water. ‘ 

5. A plastic decoy slid inside the jacket 
provides extra flotation; oars placed under 
the knees support the lower part of the 
body. 

It’s also a good idea for hunters and 
others enjoying the outdoors to take a St.

eastern Ontario the increases will apply to 
the Gananoque Provincial Wildlife Area 
and Presqu‘ile Provincial Park. : 
To recover more of the operating costs, 
the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources 
will raise the daily hunting fees to $8.00 
from $3.00 and $4.00 respectively at 


_ Gananoque and Presqu’ile. 


Despite steady increases in wages, the 
cost of materials and labor to construct 
blinds and the price of birds to be released, 
the fees at both areas have remained 
unchanged for several years and were due 
for adjustment, according to Natural 
Resources hunt organizers. 

At Gananoque, the hunting rules remain 
the same: the first 100 hunters to arrive 
each day and register will be allowed to 
hunt from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 


through Saturday until the second week in 
November. This yest an additional 500 
pheasants over the uSual 2,000 will be 
released periodically. 

At Presqu’ile, where waterfowl hunting 
is limited to 35 positioned blinds 
accommodating two hunters each on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays, regulations regarding litter, 
including shotshells, will be — strictly 
enforced. Also, during rough weather 
some of the more inaccessible blinds will 
be closed and permit sales limited to 
daylight hours. 

The Ministry operates 25 provincial 
wildlife areas in southern Ontario and a 
number of privately-owned areas which, 
through agreements with the landowners, 
are open to the public year found for 
seasonal hunting and a variety of other 
outdoor activities the rest of the. year.

Every hunter 
should have a professional vision examina- 
tion every 12 months. He should discuss 
his hunting activities with his vision 
specialist for the best advice on what is 
necessary to meet his vision needs. Except 
in extreme cases, a visual problem does not 
mean that a hunter must give up his sport. 
Every hunter should, however, have a 
knowledge of his own visual capacities and 
take precautions to hunt within those 
bounds. Hunters who cannot see well at 
dusk or on dreary days should govern their 
activity accordingly. 

A few precautionary measures regarding 
vision can increase hunting success and 
pleasure and they can also decrease the 
annual accident toll, according to the 
Ontario Association of Optometrists.

Because of the process of manufacture, 
and the cost of material used (gold, silver, 
platinum), art glass was above the means 
ot the average person.

Finally, a man by the name of 
Northwood developed and patented a 
process to produce 4 cheap co ourful glass 
to satisfy the mass market.

MADOC - It's hard to believe Dave 
Trumble is nearly 110 years old. But then, 
Dave Trumble is a remarkable man. Just 
how remarkable he is, is shown in a book 
on his life, ‘‘When 
published last year. 

Although he may be uncertain about 
what happened when over the years, Mr. 
Trumble is sure of one important date. He 

_was born on December 15, 1867 in the 
village of Haliburton. ‘‘I know’’ he insists, 
**because I was there but I didn’t have pen 
and ink.” - 

Indeed, Dave Trumble has done just 
about everything in his 109 plus years 
except ‘‘a pen and ink job’’ and he couldn’t 
do that kind of work because ‘‘I never went 
to school a day in my life and I never 
learned to read or write.”’ 

He knows the shanty life of lumber 
camps from his boyhood days a 50 cents ‘a 
day plus board. He has bossed lumber 
camps, been a prospector, gold miner, 
policeman, tourist guide and a farmer in 
that order. For a time in the 1930’s he was 
a policeman in Picton. He worked for Jules 
Timins, the ala eae and mining 
promotor who founded Timmins and he 
spent many years with The Sawyer-Stoll 


Lumber Co. 
P D FOUR TIMES 

He has had his, back broken twice in 
lumbering accidents when he failed to 
avoid falling trees. he spent more than two 

ears in hospital recovering from one back 
injury and has also recovered from another 
accident in the woods which fractured his 
skull. He has been married four times, and 
had 19 children, including twins who were 
born when he was 75, all but four of his 
children are dead and he believes ‘‘I’m 
going to outlive them all.’’ His fourth wife 
has been in Hillcrest Nursing Home in 
Napanee for three years. 

He has also outlived all of his family of 
13, except for a sister, now 78 and living in 
California. Both Dave Trumble’s parents 
were and he points out that the French 
origin of his name is Tremblat. He lives 
with a son Elwood and admits to having 
100 grandchildren but addes that he has 
lost count. 

Although he doesn’t go to church and 
hasn’t since he went to Sunday School}as a 
boy, he does have a keen awareness of 
religion and believed he has ‘‘something to 


do before I die. But I don’t know what it © 


%? 


In conversations, he referred to Biblical 
passages dealing with ‘‘earthquakes in 
diverse places never known and money not 
worth carrying around.’’ He relates this to 
present day happenings such as earth- 
quakes in China and inflation. 

On inflation, he remarked: ‘‘when I was 
a boy, $1 was worth $50 now.”’ 

HAS SEEN IT ALL 

Everything that has happened since 
Confederation, the year he was born, has 
happened in Dave Trumble’s lifetime and 
he has voted for longer than he can 
remember. But, he does not recall voting 
when Sir John A. Macdonald was Prime 
Minister. 


Was Young” — 


“Fm not a Liberal, “im sorry to tell 
you’, he says. ‘“‘This Prime Minister 
Trudeau wants to be a big fellow to other 
countries. He’s not giving us justice.”’ 

He has travelled a good deal in Canada 
and the United States and belives this has 
taken the place of schooling he missed as a 
boy. He watches television despite failing 
eyesight and his comment on what he sees 
in his living room is ‘‘There is too much 
advertising. It spoils TV’’. However he was 
keenly interested in the Martian landing 
and enjoyed the pictures sent back to 


earth. 
He enlisted in the 155th unit of the 49th . 
3attalion in Kingston in the First World 
Var and served \ overseas. He has a 
yayonet scar on his left wrist from a 
hand-to-hand encounter in the trenches of 


France. 
: SLEPT WITH BEARS 

As to the most interesting thing that ever 
happened to him, he relates a story about 
finding himself alone in the woods as a boy 
of eight in Haliburton. It was getting dark, 
there was snow on the ground and he 
realized he would probably freeze to death 
unless he kept back tracking through the 
snow. Then, at his feet he saw a root with - 
no frost atound’it. He started digging a 
hole in soft earth and crawled into an 
opening. ‘‘When I woke up, I was sloping

ot out of there quick. It was quite an 

incident. Something that doesn’t happen 

every day.”’ 
DROVE UNTIL 102 

About the only concessions he has made 
to old age are that he uses a curved can and 
has given up hunting and driving a car 
which he did until he was 102. After 
driving for more than 40 years without an 
accident, he found himself involved in ‘‘a 
miscue on the road’’, he gestures with his 
cane toward No. 41 Highway, ‘“The police 
came along and asked for my licence. I said 
I’ve got one.’’ He said are you 102?”’ I said 
‘Yes’ and the policeman said ‘take that car 
off the road.’ Incidentally, he smoked until 
he was 102, gave it up for six years and 
started again this spring. “‘I don’t smoke 
much,’’ he remarked as he flicked out a 
cigarette butt ‘‘and only a bit of brandy for 
the sake of my stomach’’. 

As he looks back over more than a 
century of life, Dave Trumble is thankful 
for the life he has had. ‘‘I still have good 
health and I have my memory. The past 
few years, ill health and operations pulled | 
me down. I’m still alive and it’s a God 
send. It isn’t anything I’ve ever done.

Canada used to be a welfare state. It 
isn't anymore. 

That may surprise those who think that 
today’s noor have a pipeline to society's 
wealth, « pipeline that gushes with welfare 
cheques. food vouchers, rent supplements, 
uncmploy ment insurance, and familys 
wilowunces.: 

if that’s “'welfare’’, then certainly, this is 
the first welfare state. Only in this century, 
since the arrival of income taxes, have 
sovernments gathered money from the 
community to redistribute to" the poor. 

But is that really welfare? 

Prior to the. industrial age, before the 
time when people flocked to the cities, 
governments didn’t have .to hand out 
money. Even without handouts, no one had 
io starve or freeze if they were able-bodied. 
The land, and its resources, was available 


to a greater or lesser extent to anyone. 


In its forests. the community had a 
surplus. of firewood; in its streams, water, 
on. its.@rasslandss grazing; and enough 
Spice Mia everyone could have some kind 
of a home and garden. Barring laziness or 
physical handicap, most people could 
‘Survive without dependence on charity. 

Governments didn’t have to tax a 
community's collective wealth, because 
people could help themselves. 

That world of the past could legitimately 
be called a welfare state -- a state of 
confmunal well-being. But that’s no longer 


true in Canada. 


The wealth of our total community still 
depends on the land. Its forests, streams, 
minerals, and fields provide food for its 
people. raw materials for industries, and 
energy. But the urban poor have been cut 
off, from that communal wealth. 


g 


They get filed vertically, in high-rise 
low-income housing, or cramped into 
rented rooms in old houses. They can’t live 
on the crumbs from the tables of the rich -- 
even our throwaways are now sanitarily 
crushed, compressed, packaged, shred- 
ded, or buried. They own no land, and have 
no free access to the products of the land. If 
there is open land near them, it is zealously 
protected by local governments for 
recreation of the total populace (and 
possible for future deveiopment); the poor 
may gather neither food nor fuel from it. 

Similarly, the wider natural resources of 
the country are no longer there for the 
taking. The riches of Crown (or 
communally-owned;) land are available 
only »%y negotiated agreement with the 
go ernment, on behalf of the citizens. 

his is not a plea to roll back the clock, 
nor is it advocating unrestricted plunder of 
our natural wealth by opportunists, be they 


‘poor or rich, individuals or cor orations. 


It merely points out a state of affairs in 
which the urban poor have only two 
alternatives open to them. 

They can steal -- a method of helping 
themselves that society considers criminal 
and punishes. 

Or they can beg -- asking governments, 
the custodians of our communal wealth, for 
handouts. 

It's difficult to describe that sort of state 
as welfare. But there is another option, if 
we have the will to impliment it they can be 
genuinely aided by, creative involvement in 
the political and economic processes of the 
nation -- and the fruit that would accrue in 
a ‘‘just society.”’

This could be true with certain dealers, 
but I doubt it. If a dealer’s price is 
completely out-of-line with the market, he 
is. not going to sell. And after all, he is in 
business to sell. What happens is that as 
more and more people become aware of the 
beauty of Depression Glass, more 
colectors join the field and the items get 
scarcer. Dealers themselves are having to 
pay higher and higher prices for stock and 
this reflects in the retail price. 


8 I want to give antiques for Christmas 
presents this year and I don’t have a lot of 
money to spend. Can I do it? 

I don’t see why not. Most dealers have 
pieces that range from two or three dollars. 


As with anything else, you set your budget 


and hunt for items that fit it. Determine 
what the intended receiver likes and 
confine yourself to his general category; 
then you will be sure that you give a 
present that will be appreciated more and 
more as the years go by. BE CAREFUL! 
Many have bought antiques for presents 
but then can’t give them away. The 
Antique Bug is lurking in every corner to 
get ya. 


9. Are all antique dealers crooks? 

When I read your letter, I felt a shudder 
that ran all the way from Newfoundland to 
British Columbia. As with everything else, 
there are dishonest people in the antiques 
business and their reputations are soon 
known. However you will find that most 
dealers are honest business men. They 
have to be. They are not ‘‘fly by night’’ 
ect but are in the business to stay. 

0 be able.to survive, they must have your 


_ repeat business. So at least most dealers 


are honest by necessity. 


10. Is Hull pottery considered to be an 
antique? 

Yes. More and more people are 
collecting it, and it is not listed in all 
antique publications. The prices are still 
fairly cheap, but don’t expect this to last.

An old 


craft revived. 


by Sheree Blazer 


Batik lends itself to spontaneity. It 
invites flowing patterns and bright colours. 
Unlike many crafts, which requirre a great 


_deal of precision and accuracy, the 


beginner can play with Batik, like a child 
fingerpainting. 

The word ‘Batik’ is Indonesian and 
means ‘wax writing’. It is an ancient craft, 
that became highly developed in the east. 
especially in Java and Malaysia. In the 
west it has not become successfully 
industrilized and still remains the work of 
isolated individuals. For this reason hand 
Batik articles are quite expensive to buy. 

Briefly, the process consists of brushing 
melted wax onto fabric and then dyeing it. 
The waxed areas resist the dye, and thus a 
design is created. This can be repeated 
several times using different colours. In 
the end all the wax is removed and the 
colours and design become clear.. 

To let the wax flow freely and be 
unafraid of making a mistake. This, | feel, 
is the key to learning about Batik. So many 
people find it hard to just play around, 
without careful planning. If one expects a 
first Batik to follow exactly a specific plan, 


--there is bound to be disappointment. There 


is a lot to utiderstand about the dyes, wax, 
etc. But if one is open to the“pure joy of 
colour and design, then the learning can be 
joyful. Often a bit of wax spilled on the 
fabric, which seems like a ‘mistake’, can be 
the beginning of a whole new design. (A 
good lesson in life!) Of course Batik 
needn’t stay just child's play. Later on, 
careful planning and accuracy can produc 

very delicate, fine work. - 

Batik is the best way to learn about 
colour: Because the colour of the material 
is determined by its preceding colour, it is 
necessary to have some knowledge of the 
colour wheel. Simply, if the material is first 
dyed yellow, and then red, the resulting 
colour will be orange. Because of this 
interrelationship within each Batik, there is 
a built in colour harmony. Every colour is 
the product of its preceding colour, plus 
the dye added to it. So the colours are built 
on each other and contain parts of each 
other. This also implies a limited colour 
range. That is why the traditional Javanese 
Batiks are usually only two or three 
colours, often different shades of a single 
colour. 

It is generally necessary to begin with a 
ligt colour-and move to darker ones. 
There is something magical and exciting 
about watching the material change colour 
with each dyeing. 

The following is a general outline for 
anyone who wishes to try-a Batik. It can be 
done anywhere there is a sink, however the 
dyes can be quite messy. Materials 
needed: Paraffin and beeswax, double 
boiler or electric frying pan, brushes, 
stretcher or table to lay fabric on, dyes 
(cold water Batik dyes), fixing agents (salt, 
vinegar, depending on type of dye used), 
basins, rubber gloves, fabric (cotton or 
silk), iron or varsol, newspapers, meas- 
uting spoon. 

1. Prepare the fabric by machine 
washing or boiling to remove sizing. Only 
pure silks and cottons should be used for 
Batik. Synthetics and chemically treated 
fabrics won't receive the dyes devant 

Melt the wax and stretch out the 
fabric. A conbination of beeswax and 
paraffin are used. One of the characteris- 
tics of traditional Batik is the ‘crackle’ 
effect. This happens when the wax cracks 
and the dyes seep through. The more 
patrons wax used, the greater the crackle, 

ecause paraffin is very brittle. For a 
smooth, solid Batik, use beeswax which is 
more pliable. 

3. With charcoal pencil, lightly draw the 
design. (This step is not always necessary. 

4, Stamp, or brush on the wax, covering 
the areas that are to remain white. Tow 
traditional tools for applying wax are the 
tajanting and tjap. The tjanting consists of 
a long handle with a brass or copper bowl 
on the end, and a spout. The bow! is filled 
with hot wax, and when tipped and moved 
along the fabric, a fine line of wax comes

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out the spout. Ihe tyap is the traaitional 
stamp made by the Javanese. Stamps can 
be made by cutting shapes out of felt and 
glueing’ them to blocks of wood, then 
attaching a handle. 

5. Mix the dyebath and dip the waxed 
fabric in it. 

6. Lay out to dry. Repeat this. process as 
many times as desired,- 

7. The wax can be removed by ironing 
the material between sheets of newspaper. 
or soaking it in varsol. It is often necessary 
to send it to the dry cleaners for complete 
wax removal. 

Batik can be used for a wide range of 
things, stuffed dolls, clothing, wall 
hangings, scarves. lampshades. etc. 


. Because Baik is a ‘resist’ technique, it Is 


necessary to train ones mind to think in 
reverse. Instead of brushing darker colours 
onto a light background, as in paintng, the 
wax is used to retain the lighter areas. So 
that if you wanted~a dark outline around 
the design, you would wax everything 
except the outline, and then dip it in a dark 
dye bath. 

Batik also teaches one patience. 
Between each waxing. the material must 
dry, sometimes the process many be 
spread out. over days. Often the full beauty 
‘of a piece cannot be seen until the last 
stage, but from the beginning the artist 
must have the vision to take it step by step. 
without rushing. Each stage ts equally 
important and to try to complete the design 
at one, defeats the cssence of Batik. In a 
Batik one can see the .time sequence 
contained within it, which gives itan added 
dimension. 

This is only an_ introduction, the 
possibilities the Batik are vast. To explore 
Batik, is to enter an exciting world of 
colours, textures, and design.

Your 
vet can give you worm capsules or 
medicine to give him. As he is out probably 
a lot of the time hunting mice and birds it is 
ee to keep his rabies injections up to 
ate. 

4. If your cat is kept indoors a lot of the 
time make sure has has easy access to 
outdoors whenever he wants or have a 
sandbox for him if he indoors. The sandbox 
should be changed regularly. -

A field trip to study glacial and 
geological formations in the Peterborough 
area highlighted last Thursday for two 
Eevee 11 geography classes, guided by 

DHS geography department head Lloyd

trouble if eaten. The fleshy portion found 
underground in irises are sometimes 
attractive as food. Some irises cause 
severe, but usually not serious, digestive 
upset. 

If yours is a house dog, and never 


allowed to venture out of doors without: 


your personal supervision, you might feel 
relatively safe. Oh, yes - you have some 
indoor plants such as the caladium, 
alacosia, wild call, elephant ears, some 


. philodendrons and a sprinkling of skunk 


cabbage for added decor. Nothing to worry 
about there, right? WRONG! The indoor 
plants mentioned contain small sharp 
crystals of calcium oxalate. Biting these 
plants imbeds the crystals in the mouth, 
not only resulting in pain, but often death 
from swelling at the back of the tongue, 
preventing breathing. 

Mistletoe, the hallmark of Yuletide 
decor, is a beautiful little plant and the 
connotations that accompany mistletoe 
hanging in a doorway, are pleasant and 
gay. When the holiday season ends, the 


mistletoe is thrown into the trash can, and ' 


someone has unwittingly become a 
neighbourhood poisoner. 
leander and poinsetta are extremely 
dangerous. A single leaf of either can be 
lethal even to children. Oleander contains a 
isonous principal similar to digitalis in 
its effect on the heart and it also produces 
sever digestive upset. Most skewered on 
Oleander branches has killed many 
humans. 

Dumbcane and philodendron, as well as 
other members of the arum family contain 
small needle-like .crystals which become 
embedded, through biting into the plant, in 
the tissues of the tongue and mouth. This 
causes intense burning and irritation. 
Although most cases. prove uncomfortable, 
but not dangerous, death can occur if there 


is severe enough swelling at the base of the 


tongue to block air passages of the throat. 

o the dog that lives in a home where 
these plants are sitting on the floor, 
especially for young puppies who must 
chew sure and certain death lurks. So, kee 
all estate plants, if you must have them 
well out of the reach of the puppy or the 
dog, make sure he will have a long and 
happy life.

grants available 


from province 


Beginning this year the Ontario govern- 
ment will provide grants to eligible 
municipalities to be applied to the cost of 
repair or renewal of private water and 
sewage systems, Environment Ontario 
Minister George A. Kerr, Q.C. announced 
today. 

“This is an excellent opportunity for 
municipalities which fit our criteria to 
upgrade services provided by private water 
and sewage systems without taking on the 
financial burden of more elaborate 
communal facilities involving water and 
sewage treatment plants,’’ said Mr. Kerr. 

Communities, which apply for the grant 
will be assessed by the Ministry on the 
basis of possible health and environmental 
problems. Thos municipalities which have 
an immediate problem will be given top 
priority. Other considerations for grant 
approval include the suitability of soil and 
groundwater for water wells and the 
installation of septic tank systems. The 
community's capacity for future growth 
and expansion will be another major 
consideration. 

“This grant system | will 
encourage communities to ‘retain more 
individual responsibility for provision of 
services,’ said Mr. Kerr. Communal 
systems, though, may be the Ministry's 
only course of action where local conditions 
rule out advisability of wells and septic 
tanks or where communities expect 
;mminent major growth. 

Communities which meet the Ministry's 
criteria will be eligible for a grant covering 
the entire cost of consultant’s study to 
identify problems and to propose solutions 
and recommendations. Communities may 
also receive subsidy for up to 75 per cent of 
those construction costs not covered by 
other municipal, provincial or federal 
grants. 

The program will get under way early in 
1978 with come consulting studies 
beginning this year. :

Fish are categorized A.B.C, or D 
according to the level of mercury) 
contamination. The level of mercury in fish 
considered acceptable for unrestricted 
consumption is 0.5 parts per million or 
lower (category <A). Fish  confaining 
between 0.5. and 1.5) ppm_ mercury 
(categories B and C) are suitable for 
occasional consumption (i.e. a few meals 
per month). Fish containing more than 1.5 
ppm mercury (category D) should not be 
consumed. However, women of child- 
bearing age and children under 15 years ot 
age should -only consume fish from 
category A. Fishing holidays should be 
spaced at least six months apart af the 
maximum recommended for B or C fish will 
be consumed. ’ 

Since mercury content. increases in fish 
with increasing size and age. analysis of 
specific sizes of fish from a particular lake 
can be used to determine the relationship 
between fish length and mercury level. 
Environment Ontario is now presenting 
fish contaminant data in a form which will 
allow the angler, simply by measuring the 
fish he or she has caught, to determine the 
level of safe consumption. 

Stony. Lake, in Dummer Township. 
located about 20 miles northeast of 
Peterborough, was sampled for walleye 
(pickerel) muskellunge,-burbot and cisco. 
Eight walleye averaged 0.39 ppm mercury. 
Fish under 14 inches in length are suitable 
for unrestricted consumption. Larger 
walleye should be eaten on an occasional 
meal-basis only. Twenty-one muskellunge 
averaged 0.28 ppm mercury. The minimum 
size limit for muskellunge is 28 inches. Size 
specific mercury classification indicates 


that fish from this length to 30 inches are 


suitable for unrestricted consumption. 
Muskellunge over 30 inches may contain 
over 0.5 ppm mercury and should, 
therefore, be restricted to occasional 
meals. Ninetéen burbot had an average 
mercury level of 0.32 ppm. Fish up to 18 
inches are suitable for unrestricted 
consumption. Larger burbot should be 
limited to occasional meals. Twelve cisco 
contained an average of 0.21 ppm mercury. 
This species is suitable for unrestricted 
consumption.

In opening these questions for public 
discussion today, Natural Resources 
Minister Frank S. Miller said the time had 
come for a review of the existing provincial 
standards that restrict development on 
lands bordering flood-prone rivers. 

Releasing a summary report entitled A 
Discussion Paper on Flood Plain Manage- 
ment Alternatives in Ontario, Mr. Miller 
said it was .a condensation of a 
comprehensive report by the consulting 
firm of M.M. Dillon and James F. McLaren 
Ltd. for the Ministries of Housing and 
Natural Resources. 

“‘Erom this technical paper, a steering 
committee made up of senior staff of the 
two ministries and J.S. Bauer, chairman of 
the Grand River Conservation Authority, 
has made a series of recommendations on 
which we would like to have the comments 
of the interested public,’’ Mr. Miller said. 

The recommendations include a sugges- 
tion that individual municipalities. be 
allowed more scope in permitting use of 
the land in the fringe areas of their flood 
plains, provided certain conditions are 
met. 

It was recommended that such land use 
be supported by an official plan and zoning 
bylaws and that it wou d require the 
approval of the local conservation authority 
and the Ministry of Natural Resources to 
make certain: other municipalities in the 
watershed would not be adversely 
affected.

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Group hears talk on individual's freedom

Members of the Advertising ‘and Sales 
Club of Kingston had their minds tun@ in 
to Stuart Daw, President of Goodhost 
Foods International recently at their 
monthly meeting at the 401 Inn. 

Mr Daw was born in Elrose, Saskatche- 
wan. He moved to Ontario in 1945 and in 
1950 entered into the coffee business. In 
1963, Mr. Daw started his own business, 
Stuart’s Branded Foods Limited, and is the 
founder of Individuals for Freedom Inc. 

Mr. Daw attempted to dispell some of the 
misrepresentations that surround the word 

- ‘capitalism’. He then went on to tell some 
of the philosophy-for the moral justification 
of capitalism as “‘Being freedom of every 
indiyidual with all. transactions being 
voluntary, people having conttol over their 
own bodies, they are also responsible for 
their own actions.” 

“The dominant trend is away from the 
concept of individual freedoms with 
governments constituted by the eople to 
protect the rights of those samt people, 

and towards the idea that everything, 
including man himself, is the property ot 
the state, to be disposed of at its will, with 
whatever private ownership. that is 
allowed, allowed only by the permission of 
the state.” 

Mr. Daw stated that “‘he finds Canadians 
a happy complacent people willing to let 
things slide along.” 

‘We have constructed laws in our society 
io protect us from criminals, governments 
have voted themselves the right to do that 
which is specifically prohibited to the 
criminial, and that is the removal of your 
private property from you against your 
will, and by force. If you don't realize that 
it is by force, just try not paying your 
taxes.”'” 

He pointed out that ‘‘people confuse 

economic with political power’’, stating 
that ‘‘corporations ina free society have no 
power. Only governments have the 
lepalized right in a free society to the use of 
force, and-as such are potentially our most 
_mortal enemy.” 
’ He went on to say that, “‘in a free society, 
in which capitalism is the only. appropriate 
economic system, the government should 
be constituted by men for only one 
purpose, and that is to protect its citizen's 
right to life, and from the use of force, for 
| human relationships in a free society 
ust be voluntary. Man should have the 
‘ight to jis own life, to pursue his own 
survival and happiness on earth. This 
includes the right to own property if he has 
earned it. Property being everything a 
man may wish to acquire and enjoy, such 
as food, clothing, shelter, money, etc.” 

‘It is the nature of things that man must 
orovide for his own survival and happiness 
»n earth, neither expecting his survival and 
nappiness to be provided by others, nor 
-xpecting others to demand that he provide 
tof their welfare.’ He continued with 
another interesting point in his definition 
of slavery by saying that ‘‘throughout 
history, a slave is one who receives 
security, protection, food, water, clothing 
and even a form of medicare, in exchange 
for just one thing -- his labour, the fruits of 
which he cannot keep for himself. 
Therefore a man who cannot keep what he 
has. earned, is a slave. 

_“Since the value of our work is 
represented by the medium of exchange by 
called money, and since the government in 
Canada, now takes about 45 per cent of all 
the money earned by the people in the 
nation, then the average Canadian 
wage-earner works on Monday, Tuesday, 
and parteof Wednesday for the state, and 
then begins to work for himself,”’ he said. 
“This makes him a semi-slave, and the 
barometer of our slide towards slavery in 
Canada is the percentage of our income 
which is-confiscated by the government. In 
Great Britain it is 6 per cent, so you may 
observe the direction in which we are 
heading, and there is a point of no return, 
beyond which. it would be too late to 
reverse this trend because governments

It is promoted by both statists and religious 
leaders, that the proper condition for 
mankind on earth is one of eternal 
self-sacrifice to others. And so, for a 


a 


government to get away with an ever 
increasing tax levy against its people, all it 
has to do is to invoke the ‘‘common good”’ 
that all dictatorships and _ totalitarian 
regimes have been able to flourish. 
‘The trouble with the philosophy of 
self-sacrifice and altruism, is that it is not 
in the nature of man to want to live this one 
life he has on earth in eternal sacrifice. It 
makes him unhappy to have to sacrifice 
that which he has earned for the unearned 
benefit of others. With an altruism 
philosophy it is always the benefactor that 
becomes the victim.”’ 
Mr. Daw closed with a question and 
answer period, involving a more intensive 
discussion of the points he had already

made. However to the question, ‘If this is 
all true, what can be done about stopping 
in?’, he made his final pungent point. 
‘First of all, research the truth and then 
start changing things by voting for and 
putting into offices the people that 
advocate the least possible amount of 
government involvement in our lives. This 
way little by little we will get back our right 
of individual freedom, able to retain the 
fruits of our work and give to ourselves 
voluntarily.”’ 

His speech achieved the effect he wanted 
-- they were thinking.

In addition to these two types 
of insurance, the package can also include 
theft and fire insurance on household 
furnishings and several other coverages 


Thinking of house? Think of insurance 


such as wind and water damage. 

Serious consideration should be given by 
the home owner to all of the previously- 
mentioned types of insurance. The best 
method of pianning your insurance needs 
would be to discuss them with a qualified 
insurance agent who can recommend a 
program suited to your individual 
requirements.

Following this routine at least once a 
year will pick up virtually all minor water 
problems. Two major problems, condensa- 
tion and basement flooding may still occur. 
If so it may be a job for the experts. 

Most problems with wet basements are 
caused by lot grading that directs surface 
water towards the house instead of away 
from it. When this water builds up a head it 
will find its way into your cellar, even 
through minute hair-line cracks. 

The solution is to make sure the ground 
slopes away from the house, even if it 
means piling earth up a little higher than 
you would like it to be. If you don’t have 
any water around your house you probably 
won't have a problem. 

Severe basement flooding is. frequently 
the result of cracked foundations, poor 
dampproofing and improper imstallation of 
weeping tiles. To correct these faults 
usually requires the services of experts. 

High levels of condensation in attics, on 
walls and around window frames can cause 
staining of drapes, rugs and paint work. 

There are various ways to eliminate 


excess humidity. If you have a humidifier, — 


turn it down or off. Excess moisture in 
kitchens or bathrooms can be drawn off

To expedite the process of issuing 
wayside rmits, a recent Order in 
Council delegated the authority to issue a 
wayside permit to all district managers 
within the Ministry of Natural Resources. 

Under The Pits and Quarries Control 
Act, 1971, section 1 defines a “wayside pit” 
or ‘‘wayside quarry” as a temporary pit 
or quarry opened and used by a public 
road authority solely for the purpose of a 
particular project or contract of road 
construction.

Distances are hard to judge at night. 
Headlight glare can be blinding. 
Curves have to be taken a lot slower at 
night, Headlights, pointing straight ahead, 
shine off the road. Your view of the road 
can be reduced considerably. 
“The time between dusk and dark is very 


. dangerous. Headlights don’t help you 


much (although they help other drivers see 
you better), and the fading daylight 
doesn't make things any clearer either. 
Extra care is needed. 

Pedestrians are hard to see. They may 


need to lower your nighttime speed about 
16 km-h (10 mph) from the daylight pace. 
Of course, wet or icy pavement would be 
reason enough to lower it 4 lot more.

Hydroculture is answer 


Hydroculture may be the answer for busy 
home gardeners, according to John 
Hughes, Ontario Ministry of Agruicuture 
and Food horticulturist. 

Hydroculture is a system of gardening 
without conventional soil mixtures. Plants 
draw nutrients from a_ reservoir of 
fertilized water. 

The most interest in this technique of 
gardening has come from people in the 

lant maintenance business. Hydroculture 
is attractive because it requires dess 
maintenance that the conventional soil 
system and with proper care many of the 
problems associated with the conventional 
system can be avoided.

The ministry in its broadly-based study, 
will examine in conjunction with Ottawa, 
how best to avoid any potential overlap and 
duplication of efforts.

The federal report stated that it was 
necessary to improve coordination of 
existing programs among federal depart- 
ments and agencies and their programs, 
and after consultation with the provincial 
governments determine an orderly ‘‘divi- 
sion of labor’’ on small business 
programing. 

It concluded there was a need for 
increased awareness by government of the 
concerns of small business, and an 
enhancement of the environment in which 
small business operates. 

Easier access to business .information 
was proposed by the federal report, as well 
as the creation of private pools of risk 
capital and aid through government 
procurement policies.

Whén you borrow mortgage money 
under the National Housing Act, either 
from a lending institution or direct from 
Central Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion, you pay an insurance fee. This fee 
helps operate a Mortgage Insurance Fund 
which protects lenders against loss by 
default on the loans they make. 

Where the loan is to be advanced in 
installments the fee is 1 per cent of the 
total loan amount. However, if the full 
amount is to be paid in a lump sum on 
completion, the fee is re uced to 
seven-eighths of one per cent. 

Payment of this fee does not require an 
additional amount of initial cash on the part 
of the borrower as it is added to the 
approved loan and is repaid as part of the 
regular monthly payments. 

This type of insurance in no way 
relieves the borrower of his obligation to 
meet the mortgage payments. 

Insurance of this type must not be 
confused with mortgage life insurance 
which provides for 
aiteandiiig balance in case of death of the 
mortgagor. Mortgage life insurance, if 
desired, may be obtained from most life 
insurance companies.

Because the plant draws from the 
reservoir of water, it is not necessary to 
water as frequently -- the plant takes water 
as it needs it. The ‘“‘soil’’ used in 
hydroculture is called heydite, a coarse 
clay, which the plant uses only for support. 

Hydroculture may have a plications for 


extended periods of time, says Mr. 
Hughes. Using the reservoir of water, 
houseplants can surviye without attention 
for more than a week, The hydroculture 
system may also prevent over-watering, 
which often causes houseplant deaths. 
Hydroculfure containers in a variety of 
shapes and sizes are available-at most 
garden supply centers, says Mr. Hughes.

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4. Be on the lookout for children in dark 

clothing walking down the road, on the 
shoulders, on the median, and everywhere 
else where you normally would expect to 
see them. 
“What do you do if you are the chauffeur 
and in charge of a car-pool group of 
candy-seekers? More important than 
anything else, your job is to concentrate on 
the job of driving and not allow youself to 
become distracted by the noisy crowd of 
kids around you. 

Traffic safety experts of the Ontario 
Safety League recommend that when you 
park your car on the right side of the road, 
you ‘‘kill’’ your headlights so :that 
oncoming drivers are not blinded. Switch 
on your flashing lights to serve as a caution 
to other drivers. 

The majority of children’s accidents occur 
when excited children dart from between 
cars, oblivious to traffic. The Ontario 
Safety League urges parents to consider 
these child-savers: 

1. Map out a route for your children, 
marking stops at only those homes where 
you know the residents; 

2. Review pedestrian rules of safety with 
the children; / : 

3. Tell the children to cross the street only 
at authorized cross-walks and never 
between parked cars; 

4.’Remind them to look’in all directions

before crossing the street, and to watch for 
and obey all traffic lights; 

5. Instruct them to use sidewalks and not 
streets for walking from house to house, 
and remind them always to wait on the 
curb - not in the street - until the street is 
clear to cross. 

6. Make sure the children are easily 
visible to motorists; select a light-colored 
costume and generously apply reflective 
tape to the back, front, and sides; decorate 
the trick-or-treat-bag with reflective tape;

7. Even better, encourage children to do 
their trick-or-treating during the daylight 
hours; 

8. Make sure costumes fit children 
properly and do not restrict their 
movements or vision; remember that 
makeup will not impair the children’s field 
of vision as masks often do; 

9. Always try to have an adult near the 
children throughout the evening to serve 
both as(a guide and a quieting influence.
